This  Establishment  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Fathers  of  the 
Society  of  Jesus,  and  is  open  to  all  who  choose  to  avail  themselves  of  its 
advantages. 

It  is  situated  in  the  beautiful  valley  of  Santa  Clara,  so  celebrated  for 
the  mildness  and  salubrity  of  its  climate,  and  is  about  three  miles  distant 
from  San  Jose. 

The  College  was  incorporated  on  the  28th  of  April,  1855,  and  empowered 
to  confer  degrees  and  academical  honors,  and  to  exercise  all  the  rights  and 
privileges  common  to  any  other  literary  Institution  in  the  United  States. 

Besides  a  full  staff  of  Professors,  this  Institution  presents  considerable 
advantages  for  the  mental,  physical  and  moral  training  of  the  students. 
It  possesses  a  complete  philosophical  apparatus,  and  chemical  laboratory, 
furnished  with  all  the  means  required  for  every  kind  of  experiment  or 
analysis.  It  has,  besides,  an  extensive  mineralogical  cabinet,  embracing  a 
valuable  collection  of  foreign  and  native,  specimens. 

For  the  purpose  of  improving  themselves  in  public  speaking,  and  for 
the  discuss' on  of  subjects  relating  to  the  laws  of  natui’e,  ethics,  etc.,  the 
more  advanced  students  have  formed  literary  societies,  provided  with  a 
well  selected  library,  to  which  they  have  access  during  leisure  hours. 

The  several  hours  of  the  day  are,  moreover,  so  judiciously  distributed 
between  the  private  study,  recitation  and  recreation,  that  while  to  each  a 
sufficient  time  is  allotted,  none  interferes  with  the  health  or  advancement 
of  the  students.  To  excite  a  laudable  emulation,  badges  of  distinction  are 
conferred  monthly  on  the  most  worthy ;  and  silver  medals,  struck  for  the 
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purpose,  and  valuable  premiums,  are  annually  distributed  to  those  who 
have  most  distinguished  themselves  during  the  year  in  their  several  classes. 

Nor  are  the  means  of  amusement,  whereby  health  may  be  promoted, 
forgotten.  Besides  an  extensive  play  ground,  and  a  large  gymnasium, 
the  students  may  daily  repair,  during  the  summer  months,  to  a  safe  and 
commodious  artificial  bathing  pond,  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  long,  and 
one  hundred  and  twenty  wide.  It  is  surrounded  with  a  cement  brick 
wall,  and  supplied  with  water  by  an  artesian  well.  In  winter  the  students 
have  access  to  warm  baths. 

The  health  of  the  students  is  always  a  primary  care  with  the  Fathers, 
and  strict  attention  is  paid  to  the  ventilation  of  the  study  hall,  the  recita¬ 
tion  rooms  and  the  dormitory — the  latter,  an  apartment  one  hundred  and 
ten  feet  long  and  forty  wide,  remarkable  for  its  neatness  and  airiness. 

For  the  use  of  the  sick,  there  is  a  comfortable  sitting  room  and  very 
neatly  furnished  infirmary,  with  a  choicely  stocked  apothecary  shop  at¬ 
tached  ;  and,  besides  the  daily  visit  of  an  able  physician,  an  experienced 
infirmarian  is  constantly  in  attendance.  Notwithstanding  all  these  advan¬ 
tages,  improvements  are  yearly  added,  and  others  are  in  contemplation, 
which,  when  completed,  will  place  this  College  on  a  level  with  the  best 
educational  establishments  in  the  Union 

But,  to  cultivate  the  heart,  to  form  and  cherish  good  habits,  to  prevent 
and  eradicate  evil  ones,  in  fine,  to  exercise  a  more  than  parental  care  over 
the  morals  of  the  pupils,  no  less  than  their  intellectual  and  physical  de¬ 
velopment,  are  paramount  duties  kept  constantly  and  sacredly  in  view  by 
the  Fathers.  This  being  naturally  and  properly  a  subject  of  great  solici¬ 
tude  with  parents,  the  Institution  can,  in  this  respect,  offer  them  assurances 
which  they  will  seek  in  vain  elsewhere  on  the  shores  of  the  Pacific. 

The  Philosophical  Apparatus  comprises: 

Twenty-eight  instruments  for  experiments  in  MECHANICS,  with  a 
large  apparatus  for  the  centrifugal  forces,  and  the  different  systems  of 
pulleys. 

Twenty-five  for  HYDRAULICS,  with  all  the  models  of  fountains  and 
pumps,  which  especially  attract  the  attention  of  visitors. 

Fifty-two  for  PNEUMATICS. 

Sixty-six  for  CALORIC,  including  a  beautiful  model  of  a  steam  engine. 

Fifty  for  ELECTRICITY.  Among  them  is  an  elegant,  large  and 
powerful  electric  machine,  with  a  glass  disk  three  feet  and  five  inches  in 
diameter.  Its  power  is  such  as  to  charge,  in  a  few  minutes,  (if  the  weather 
be  favorable,)  the  large  battery  of  eighteen  Leyden  jars,  one  gallon 
each. 

Fifty-nine  machines  for  experiments  in  Galvanism  and  Magnetism. 
Among  them  is  the  great  magnetic  apparatus  of  Faraday,  as  lately  im¬ 
proved  by  Rumkorf.  The  apparatus  for  re-producing  the  experiments  and 
proving  the  theories  of  Empere,  Oersted,  etc., — two  moderators  for  the 
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production  of  the  electric  light, — a  Galvanic  battery  of  sixty-five  cups  of 
Bunzen. 

Sixty-nine  for  OPTICS.  Among  them  is  a  splendid  solar  microscope, 
which  works  also  by  means  of  the  electrical  light.  Several  compound 
microscopes,  micrometers,  etc.  The  different  instruments  for  the  projection 
of  the  polarization  of  light, — the  polyorama,  the  telescope  of  Duboscq. 
A  very  perfect  sextant,  the  same  which  has  been  used  by  a  late  Admiral 
of  France,  Dumont  Dorville,  in  his  expeditions. 

A  complete  Daguerreotyping  Apparatus. 

Twenty  machines  for  ACOUSTICS,  and  sixteen  for  SURVEYING. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  provided  with  over  five  hundred  pure  chem¬ 
icals,  and  with  all  the  instruments  necessary  for  the  most  complicated 
manipulations. 

The  museum  of  mineralogy  is  continually  increasing.  It  has  already 
one  thousand  five  hundred  specimens  well  classified  and  labeled,  the  greatest 
number  of  them  consisting  of  minerals  from  distant  countries;  besides 
three  thousand  specimens  of  conchology. 

We  hope  to  be  able  to  complete  this  splendid  collection,  especially  if  the 
friends  of  our  institution  will  be  kind  enough  to  send  us  such  specimens  of 
minerals  as  they  may  occasionally  happen  to  have  at  their  disposal. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  several 
gentlemen,  who,  generously  answering  our  appeals,  have  favored  us 
with  a  great  variety  of  valuable  and  interesting  specimens  of  silver  and 
copper  ores,  fossils,  etc. 


'pttra  flf  Jnstrurtion. 


The  plan-  of  instruction  embraces  two  regular  and  distinct  courses,  the 
Classical  and  the  Scientijical. 

The  classical  includes  the  full  course  of  studies  as  laid  down  below. 

The  scientijical  comprises  the  same,  with  the  exception  of  Latin  and 
Greek.  To  these  is  added  a  Commercial  course,  for  the  convenience  of 
those  who  prefer  limiting  themselves  to  the  common  branches  of  a  business 
education.  This  course  embraces  Penmanship,  Arithmetic  in  full,  Book- 
Keeping,  Algebra,  Linear  and  Plane  Geometry,  English  Grammar,  Epis- 
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tolary  style,  Rhetoric,  Spanish  and  French  Languages,  Commentaries  on 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  outline  of  the  Civil  Jurisprudence  of 
the  United  States. 

There  is,  besides,  a  Preparatory  Department,  in  which  Spelling,  Read¬ 
ing,  Writing,  and  the  elements  of  Arithmetic,  History  and  Geography,  are 
taught. 


Greek  Department.

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  conferred  on  those  only,  who,  on 
completing  the  studies  of  Latin,  Greek,  English,  Mathematics  and  Rational 
Philosophy,  are  found,  after  due  examination,  sufficiently  qualified.

After  some  time  devoted  to  the  study  of  Natural  Science,  Moral  Philoso¬ 
phy,  Science  of  Government,  and  higher  Mathematics,  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  will  be  conferred  upon  such  as  shall  have  creditably  passed 
a  rigid  examination. 

S.  B. 

The  Student  who  has  pursued  the  course  prescribed  for  the  Scientific 
Department,  and  after  due  examination  is  judged  competent,  is  entitled  to 
the  degree  of  Baccalaureate  of  Science. 

Commercial  Diploma. 

On  those  who  have  satisfactorily  studied  the  course  assigned  for  the 
Commercial  Department,  a  particular  Diploma  will  be  conferred. 


deiural  Remarks. 


THE  Scholastic  year  consists  of  but  one  session.  It  begins  at  about  the 
end  of  August  and  closes  about  the  end  of  June,  with  a  literary  exhibition, 
the  conferring  of  degrees  and  a  distribution  of  premiums.  Towards  the 
end  of  January  and  June  there  is  a  private  examination  of  all  the  classes, 
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besides  the  public  exhibition  at  the  close  of  the  academic  year.  At  any 
time  during  the  year,  and  particularly  at  the  minor  examinations,  if  any 
one  be  found  capable  of  passing  to  a  higher  class,  he  will  be  promoted. 


denerd  Regulations. 


When  a  student  presents  himself  for  admission  into  the  College,  he  is 
examined  by  the  Prefect  of  studies,  and  placed  in  the  class  for  which  he 
may  be  adapted.  lie  then  passes  on  regularly  through  either  the  classical 
or  scientifical  course. 

No  one  will  be  admitted  unless  he  has  a  good  moral  character. 

No  one  can  become  a  pupil  of  the  Institution  for  a  less  period  than  half  a 
session ;  and  no  deduction  is  made  for  absence,  except  in  case  of  dismissal 
or  protracted  sickness. 

As  the  members  of  the  College  profess  the  Catholic  religion,  the  exer¬ 
cises  of  religious  worship  are  Catholic  ;  but  members  of  any  religious  de¬ 
nomination  are  received,  provided  they  be  willing,  for  the  sake  of  order 
and  uniformity,  to  be  present,  with  propriety,  at  divine  worship  in  the 
Institution. 

No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  College  on  visits  of  any  length, 
except  at  the  great  vacation,  and  from  the  twenty-third  of  December  to 
the  second  of  January,  if  such  be  the  wish  of  his  parents  or  guardians. 

No  one  will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  precincts  of  the  College,  except  in 
company  with  a  Tutor  or  Prefect,  unless  the  President  deem  otherwise. 

The  students  will  not  be  permitted  to  have  any  books  except  such  as  have 
been  approved  by  the  President. 

All  letters,  not  known  to  be  from  parents,  are  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  President. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  positively  prohibited. 

The  students  are,  at  all  times,  under  the  superintendence  of  Prefects  or 
Tutors. 

Violations  of  the  established  discipline  of  the  College  are  suppressed  in  a 
mild  but  effectual  manner.  Should  any  student  prove  refractory,  or  im¬ 
moral,  in  spite  of  all  efforts  to  correct  him,  he  will  be  sent  back  to  his 
parents  or  guardians. 

Every  Thursday  of  the  Academic  year  is  a  recreation  day. 


SPECIAL  DIRECTIONS.  11  $ 


On  the  Wednesday  previous  to  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the 
places  obtained  in  the  several  classes  are  proclaimed ;  badges  of  honor  are 
conferred  upon  the  most  deserving  in  each  class,  and  printed  certificates 
given  to  those  who  have  distinguished  themselves,  during  the  month,  by 
their  diligence  and  good  conduct. 

On  the  first  Thursday  of  every  month,  the  students,  whose  parents  live 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  College,  are  allowed  to  visit  them ;  but  they  must 
return  before  night. 

At  the  expiration  of  every  three  months,  bulletins  are  sent  to  parents  or 
guardians,  to  inform  them  of  the  health,  conduct  and  proficiency  of  their 
sons  or  wards. 

N.  B. — Those  parents  or  guardians,  that  wish  to  send  their  children  or 
wards  to  this  Institution,  are  most  earnestly  recommended  to  do  it  as  early 
as  possible  at  the  commencement  of  the  session ;  for  delay  necessarily 
throws  back  the  pupils  in  their  classes,  and  subjects  the  Professors  to  great 
inconveniences.  And  whenever  they  wish  to  have  their  children  or  wards 
sent  home,  especially  if  it  be  in  the  course  of  the  session,  they  are  kindly 
requested  to  inform  the  President  of  the  College,  by  a  letter  directed  to 
him. 


Spend  Dimtbns 
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On  entering  the  Institution,  the  student  must  be  provided  with  two  pairs 
of  sheets,  two  pillow  cases,  two  blankets,  a  white  counterpane,  three  suits  of 
clothes  adapted  to  the  season,  a  sufficient  number  of  shirts,  drawers, 
handkerchiefs,  socks,  shoes,  and  other  articles  of  the  wardrobe;  napkins, 
towels,  basin,  combs,  brushes,  and  other  indispensable  articles. 

All  the  clothing  of  the  students  will  be  under  the  charge  of  a  wardrobe 
keeper,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  the  clothes  in  good  order.  The  mend¬ 
ing  of  clothes  and  shoes  will  be  done  in  the  Institution  at  reasonable 
charges. 

As  the  students  are  not  allowed  to  have  money  in  their  own  custody,  the 
pocket  money  must  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer.  It  is  the  wish  of  the 
Faculty  that  not  more  than  twenty-five  cents  per  week  be  allowed  to  any 
student. 

For  clothing,  books,  or  other  wants  of  the  students,  no  advances  are  made 
by  the  Institution.  To  meet  such  incidental  expenses  a  sufficient  sum  is 
to  be  deposited  with  the  Treasurer. 

When,  at  the  end  of  the  session,  parents  or  guardians  wish  to  have  their 
children  or  wards  sent  home,  they  must  give  timely  notice  to  the  President, 
settle  all  accounts,  and  forward  money  to  defray  travelling  expenses.
